This  omission  could  mean  some  behind-the-scenes 
compi'omise  has  been  forged. 

President  Mohammed  Zia  ul-Ha(|  said  the 
Geneva  accords  wei'e  rc'ady  for  signing,  but  U.N. 
mediator  I)i(‘go  t'ordovez  indicated  i)roblems  re¬ 
mained. 

“There  are  very  difficult  decisions  and  the  only 
good  thing —  I  think  that  is  important  —  is  that  the 
political  will  is  obviously  there  to  take  them,"  said 
t'ordovez. 

Draft  documents  in  Geneva  call  for  an  end  to 
outside  aid  for  the  rebels,  and  U.S.  officials  have 
pressed  for  “symmetry,"  a  simultaneous  end  of  So¬ 
viet  military  aid  to  Najib’s  government. 

Sources  in  Washington  called  the  Gorbachev-Na- 


jib  statement  a  jiositive  sign  of  accommodation  on 
the  symmetry  (piestion. 

Soviet  officials  claimed  earlier  this  week  that 
Paki.stani,  Afghanistan’s  eastern  neighbor,  and  the 
United  States,  were  delaying  a  settlement.  They 
threatened  to  make  a  sei^arate  withdrawal  ar¬ 
rangement  with  the  Afghan  leadershij)  if  the 
Geneva  talks  failed. 

Moslem  insurgents  began  fighting  in 
Afghanistan  after  a  Communist  coujj  in  Ajiril  197S. 
Soviet  military  forces  entered  the  country  in  De¬ 
cember  1979  and  an  estimated  11.5,000  soldiers  now 
are  there  to  help  fight  the  guerrillas. 

Pakistan  is  involved  in  the  negotiations  because 
about  3.5  million  Afghan  refugees  live  there.  Most 
are  in  border  towns  and  camjjs  that  serve  as  bases 
and  supply  points  for  the  guerrillas,  who  are  armed 
and  trained  by  Pakistan  and  the  United  States, 

Gennady  I,  Gerasimov,  the  Soviet  Foreign  Min¬ 
istry  spokesman,  was  asked  at  a  news  briefing 
whether  there  was  a  U.S, -Soviet  conpjromise  on 
Afghan  aid.  He  would  not  answei'  questions  about 
the  Soviet- Afghan  statement.

No  specific  approach 

Thomas  said  the  University  Stan¬ 
dards  Office  has  not  set  a  specific  a|)- 
proach  to  be  taken  in  order  to  enforce 
standards.  “Each  person  approaches 
an  educational  issue  in  his  own  way 
and  1  think  that  the  focus  (concerning 
standards)  needs  to  be  on  educating 
the  students  so  that  they  in  fact  un¬ 
dei'stand  the  expectations,"  he  said. 

Donald  Q.  Gannon,  associate  dean 
of  lieligious  Education,  said  it  seems 
to  him  that  whenever  the  weather 
gets  warm,  more  and  more  iieople  try 
to  ,get  away  with  wearing  shorts.  “I 
am  impressed  with  the  fact  that  there 
may  be  more  violations  (at  least  peri¬ 
odically)  now  than  there  was  in  the 
past." 

Endorsements  ensure  compliance 

Gannon  said  the  annual  endorse¬ 
ment  interview  students  have  with 
their  bishops  is  something  to  be  used 
to  make  sure  students  comply  with 
the  dressing  and  grooming  standards. 

“It  is  one  way  to  liel))  to  get  to  the 
problem  by  teaching  them  (students)

them  about  whatever  the  problem 
might  be  —  dress  standards  or  any 
other,"  said  Gannon. 

He  said  the  problem  in  teaching  and 
enforcing  dress  and  grooming  stan¬ 
dards  on  campus  is  that  most  iieojile 
em|)hasize  the  external  asiiect  of  it, 
forgetting  that  the  purpose  behind 
the  dressing  and  grooming  standards 
is  the  need  for  BYU  to  be  a  light  to  the 
world. 

Wendy  Hansen,  a  soiihomore  from 
Salt  I.ake  Gity  majoring  in  account¬ 
ing,  said  she  would  wear  a  modest 
miniskirt  because  they  are  fashion¬ 
able  and  cool  to  weal'  (in  warm 
weather). 

Hansen  said  she  does  not  see  a 
miniskirt  about  three  inches  above 
the  knee  as  being  inapiiroiiriate.  “I 
don’t  see  wearing  a  miniskirt  as  a  big 
violation  of  moral  standards  ...  and  I 
don’t  think  the  (.'ode  of  Honor  is  being- 
violated  strongly  as  a  lot  of  jieojile 
think." 

She  said  the  University  Standards 
Office  should  concentrate  its  efforts 
on  things  such  as  vandalism,  cheating- 
in  classes  and  stealing  on  campus, 
“more  so  than  somebody  wearing  a 
pair  of  shorts  that  goes  a  half-inch 
above  the  knee.” 

Darren  Goojier,  a  so])homore  from 
Winchester,  Ky.,  majoring  in  me¬ 
chanical  engineering,  suggested  that 
freshman  on  campus  should  be  re¬ 
quired  to  take  an  anatomy  class  in 
order  to  discover  where  their  knees 
are. 

“When  I  see  peojile  wearing 
miniskirts  and  Bermudas  on  camiius 
and  nothing  is  done  about  it.  I  lose 
respect  for  Standards,"  said  Gooper. 

I’l'ofessors  should  enforce 

Kim  Hill,  a  junior  from  I^ayson,  ma¬ 
joring-  in  fashion  merchandising,  said 
that  those  who  wear  shorts  or 
miniskirts  on  campus  do  not  care 
enough  about  standards.  'T  think  that 


jirofessors  should  take  a  stronger 
stand  in  enforcing  standards.  I  think 
if  they  see  somebody  wearing- 
miniskirts,  Bermudas  or  anything 
against  standards,  they  should  give  a 
warning  at  the  first  time  and  not  ad¬ 
mit  them  to  class  on  the  second  time,” 
said  Hill. 

“I  think  a  lot  of  it  has  to  do  with 
attitude.  If  you  wear  a  miniskirt  with 
the  purpose  of  showing  your  legs  or 
trying  to  be  sexy  then  you  are  wear¬ 
ing  it  with  the  wrong  attitude,”  said 
.Jill  Thompson,  a  sophomore  from 
I’ortland,  Ore.,  majoring  in  history. 

Thompson  said  if  the  BYU  adminis¬ 
tration  was  serious  about  the  dress 
and  grooming  standards,  the  adminis¬ 
tration  would  trv  to  enforce  it.

Independent  candidate 
deals  with  tax  hikes 

Merrill  Cook  describes  hiscampaign 
as  being  against  political  establishment

“In  1938,  it’s  just  not  cool  to  be 
ReiHiblican.”  said  Indeirendent 
Utah  gubei'iiatorial  candidate  Mer¬ 
rill  Gook. 

Cook,  the  favorite  of  Utahns  uj)- 
set  with  tax  hikes  initiated  by  Gov. 
Norman  Bangerter,  is  running 
what  he  describes  as  a  campaign 
against  the  Utah  irolitical  establish¬ 
ment. 

Gook.  a  .graduate  of  the  Univer¬ 
sity  of  Utah  and  Harvard  Business 
School,  was  a  national  delegate  for 
Pres.  Ronald  Reagan  in  1979  and 
stresses  the  need  for  Utah  to  return 
to  Reagan  ethics. 

Reagan  revolution 
-  "The  Reagan  revolution  is  very - 
much  a  i)art  of  Utah  ...  it  brought 
the  Rei)ublicans  to  power,”  said 
Gook. 

“The  problem  is 
in  1988  we  find 
ourselves  with 
higher  taxes  than 
ever  jn'eviously  in 
the  state.” 

According  to 
Gook,  Republican 
le,gislators  long- 
used  to  battling 
former  Demo¬ 
cratic  governor  Scott  Matheson 
over  tax  hikes  are  now  unwilling  “to 
put  on  the  brakes  with  a  Rejniblican 
governor.  I  think  with  an  Indepen¬ 
dent  goveri-ior,  they’d  be  moi'e  will¬ 
ing-  to  i)ut  on  the  brake.” 

As  an  exan-ii)le,  Gook  cites  GOP 
legislators’  previous  failure  to  stop 
Bangerter’s  ijroposed  .$220  million 
tax  hike. 

‘Put  on  the  brakes’ 

“They  ‘jait  oi-i  the  brakes’  insofar 
as  only  giving  him  a  $l(i()  million  tax 
hike,”  said  Cook.  “But  still,  that’s 
not  much  of  a  ’orake.” 

According-  to  Gook,  the  ])roblem 
with  the  tax  increase  is  the  Re])ub- 
lican-dominated  le,gislature  “joined 
together  with  the  Democrats  ... 
and  started  to  worshi])  at  the  altar 
of  high  taxation.” 

(Jook  is  ijresident  and  chief  exec¬ 
utive  officer  of  Gook  Slurry  Gom- 
])any,  which  manufactures  minii-ig 
explosives. 

He  claims  Utah  is  in  economic 
stagnation  and  cites  high  taxes  as 
the  ])roblem. 

“That’s  why  I  think  Independent 
is  where  it’s  at  in  1988,”  said  Gook. 

“People  are  rejecting  the  Rejjub- 
lican  i^rogram  that’s  gone  on  in  this 
state.  They  want  a  return  to  a  more 
traditional  Rea.gan  i)rog-ram.  They 
don’t  want  to  jump  to  the  liberal. 


big  tax-and-s])end  i)olieies  of  the 
Democrats.” 

(’ook  disjjutes  the  theory  that  a 
tax  hike  is  the  answer  for  a  ])oor 
state  economy. 

Taxes  weaken  economy 

“Raising  taxes  on  a  weak  economy 
will  tend  to  make  it  weaker,”  ex¬ 
plained  Gook. 

He  said  i)oliticians  tend  to  forget 
that  the  avera.ge  citizen  has  reduced 
his  ow  n  budget  to  pay  for  iirograms 
funded  through  taxes. 

“This  tax  hike  took  from  these 
people  an  avera.ge  of  over  .$400  ])er 
household  in  Utah,”  said  Gook. 

After  looking  at  many  tax-funded 
government  ])rog-rams,  Gook  sees 
oi)portunities  to  reduce  si)ending  by 
$150  to  .$1()0  million. 

He  maintains  that  three  indei)cn- 
dent  government  agencies  —  natu¬ 
ral  resources,  agriculture  and  labor, 
and  community 
and  economic  de- 
velopn-ient  — 
could  be  merged 
into,  one  de])art- 
ment. 

“They  could  be 
considered  sort  of 
an  emidoyment- 
opi)ortunity  de- 
partment,  since 
that  is  theii'  main 
focus,”  said  Gook. 

“Forty-five  million  of  the  more 
than  .$200  million  those  departments 
cost  could  be  saved  by  just  merging 
them. ’’said  Gook. 

He  said  the  outlook  of  those  agen¬ 
cies  would  also  be  imi^roved  by 
working  together  rather  than  exist¬ 
ing  as  separate  entities. 

“It’s  lack  of  management  and 
pro]jer  organization  not  to  take  ad¬ 
vantage  of  restructuring  that  could 
save  .$45  million.” 

Other  exam])les,  according  to 
Gook,  are  $17  million  found  unac¬ 
counted  for  in  the  state  education 
office’s  $100  million  budget. 

“It’s  been  suggested  that  as  we 
continue  to  immp  money  into  that 
state  office,  achievements  have  de¬ 
clined  and  we’ve  only  been  duplicat¬ 
ing  services,”  Gook  said. 

In  addition,  Gook  said  by  restruc¬ 
turing  the  office’s  administration  — 
which  he  called  “haywire” —  and 
making  fundamental  changes  in  the 
construction  and  utilization  of  school 
buildings,  the  state  could  save  $100 
million  in  taxes. 

Gook  disjuites  that  his  candidacy, 
likely  to  attract  more  conservatives 
than  liberals,  will  take  votes  away 
from  the  GOP  candidate  and  insure  a 
Ted  Wilson  victory.  “I  can  tell  you

NICOSIA,  CyiJi’us  — Airport  worker.s  in  northeast  Iran  refueled  a  Kuwaiti 
jetliner  and  its  Ai'ab  hijackers  said  they  would  take  off  this  mornin}>'  with  about 
oO  hostages  held  for  three  days,  Iran’s  news  agency  rei)orted. 

The  idane  was  refueled  after  the  hijackers  fired  at  security  guards  at  the 
Masshad  airport  and  threatened  to  force  the  pilot  to  fl\'  with  the  little  fuel  left 
in  the  jet’s  tanks,  said  the  official  Islamic  Reijublic  News  Agency, 

It  first  quoted  the  hijackers  as  saying  the  plane  would  leave  at  midnight 
(2::)()  jLin,  MDT),  in  a  dispatch  filed  only  two  minutes  before  that  time,  and  said 
later  the  departure  had  been  delayed  until  (i  a,m.  (8::J()  i),m,  MDT),  No 
destination  was  given. 

According  to  IRNA,  Iranian  officials  asked  the  hijackers  for  the  extension 
to  provide  time  for  the  Turkish  and  Pakistani  jn-ime  ministers  to  talk  to 
Tv  tan  tn  npivnarki  tViPun  Tn  j^pppnt  tho  hiiHfkPVs’  rlomand. 


Kuwaiti  officials  in  an  effort  to  jjersuade  them  to  accejjt  the  hijackers’  demand. 

The  hijackers,  said  to  number  five  to  seven,  want  Kuwait  to  free  17  ])ro-Iran 
extremists  convicted  and  im])risoned  in  the  Persian  Gulf  sheikdom  for  bomb¬ 
ings  at  the  U.S.  and  French  embassies  there  in  198;-5. 

IRNA  said  Prime  Minister  Musavi  of  Iran  indicated  his  government  wanted 
to  end  the  incident  without  “any  unhapiyv  event,”  but  added,  “our  i)ossibilities 
are  limited. 


Thirty-two  peo])le  were  released  from  the  jjlane  early  Thursday  and,  along 
vith  25 'freed  earlier,  left  for  Kuwait  April  !,  the  agency  reiwrted. 


Israeli  girl  killed;  settlers  vow  revenge 


KARNEI  SHOMRON,  Occupied  West  Bank  —  Armed  .Jewish  settlers 
vowed  revenge  Thursday  and  shouted  “Exi^el  the  Arabs!”  as  they  buried  an 
Israeli  girl  stoned  to  death  by  Palestinians. 

An  army  announcement  said  the  Palestinian  fatally  shot  in  Beita  was  a 
sus]3ect  in  the  attack  on  a  gTou]3  of  Israeli  teen-agers  Wednesday  in  which 
15-year-old  Tirza  Porat  was  killed.  It  said  he  did  not  obey  an  order  to  halt. 

Two  other  Arabs  were  wounded  in  separate  incidents  in  the  occupied  West 
Bank  and  Gaza  Stri]D. 

Soldiers  arrested  hundreds  of  Arabs  and  blew  up  five  homes  in  Beita.  Israeli 
settlers  attacked  two  nearby  Arab  villages,  beating  residents,  breaking  win¬ 
dows  and  firing  shots  in  the  air. 

Fearing  further  revenge,  Palestinians  retreated  to  their  homes. 

An  army  investigation  of  Tirza’s  death  said  she  was  killed  by  a  stone  thrown 
by  the  mother  of  one  of  the  dead  Arab  youths,  according  to  Israel  television 
and'radio.

Millions  of  dollars  have  been  found 
to  hire  400  more  ])olice  officers  and 
pay  overtime  to  those  workin.g  the 
gang  sweejjs. 

Gangs  were  blamed  for  387  killings 
in  Los  Angeles  County  in  1987,  and  as 
many  as  85  so  far  this  year.

Albert  Gore  Jr.  got  a  message  from  two  Democratic  Party  heavyweights  on 
Thursday  to  tone  down  his  criticism  of  ]5residential  front-runners  Michael 
Dukakis  and  Jesse  Jackson.

Cuomo  said  he  told  Gore  that  his  negative  campai.gning  “wasn’t  heliiing  him” 
in  New  Y ork  ahead  of  that  state’s  April  19  |)rimary. 

Democratic  National  Chairman  Paul  G.  Kirk  Jr.  endorsed  Cuomo’s  aijjjeal  to 
the  Tennessee  senator.  “The  admonitions  that  have  been  addressed  to  Sen. 
Gore  by  Gov.  Cuomo  just  help  to  make  sure  we  can  continue  to  talk  about  the 
issues  in  a  positive  way,”  Kirk  said  in  Washin.gton,  D.C. 

But  Gore  consultant  David  Garth,  a  sometime  adviser  to  Cuomo,  took 
exceihion  to  the  governor’s  comments. 

“Big  chief,  big  Ijlanket,  sends.up  big  signal  —  like  make  nice  and  roll  over,” 
Garth  said,  adding  that  he  assumed  Cuomo  was  trying  to  heljj  Dukakis  win 
New  York. 


Church  withdraws  offer  for  mediation 


PANAMA  CITY,  Panama  — The  Roman  Catholic  Church  said  Thursday  it 
was  suspending  its  effort  to  mediate  Panama’s  ijolitical  crisis. 

Marcos  G.  McGrath,  the  Catholic  archbishop  of  Panama,  said  he  was  with¬ 
drawing  his  mediation  offer  for  three  reasons: 

•Opposition  grou]5s  refused  to  talk  to  the  .government  until  it  showed  it  was 
willing  to  discuss  the  departure  of  Gen.  Manuel  Norie,ga. 

•The  archbishop  had  not  received  Noriega’s  “exjjlicit  and  ijersonal  backin.g 
of  the  initiative”  in  writing. 

•There  were  no  assurances  that  the  four  international  leaders  who  ])roiJosed 
the  talks  could  be  present. 

.  The  breakdown  came  a  day  after  Noriega  ordered  the  arrests  of  several 
leading  opponents.  The  general  has  defied  U.S.  efforts  to  force  his  resignation, 
i  In  another  development,  banking  and  dii)lomatic  sources  said  Panama’s"; 
Banks  would  not  reopen  today,  and  possibly  not  next  \veek.  *

Literature  warning  communities 
about  the  possible  dangers  of  drug- 
laced  tattoos  and  stickers  is  being  cir¬ 
culated  throughout  Utah.  But  local 
officials  say  there  is  no  problem  in  the 
state, 

“There  is  absolutely  nothing  to  con¬ 
firm  that  this  (the  use  of  drug-laced 
tattoos  or  stamjjs)  is  going  on  in  our 
community,”  said  Kae  Murphy  from 
the  University  of  Utah  Poison  Con- 
ti’ol  Center. 

Steve  Lough,  special  agent  for  the 
Federal  Drug  Enforcement  Agency 
in  Salt  Lake  City,  reaffirmed  Mur¬ 
phy’s  statement. 

The  danger  is  related  to  tattoos 
found  on  small  sheets  of  white  ])a])er 
containing  blue  stars  about  the  size  of 
a  ])encil  eraser.  Each  tattoo  is  soaked 
in  LSD.  The  drug  can  be  absorbed 
through  the  skin  or  in  the  mouth,  ac¬ 
cording  to  literature  released  from 
Weber  County  Sheriffs  Office. 

The  article  also  warned  those  con¬ 
cerned  about  colored  tabs,  resem¬ 
bling  ])ostage  stamjjs  with  i)ictures  of 
cartoon  characters  on  them,  which 
have  been  laced  with  drugs.  Weber 
County  agent  D.  Card  said  these 
.stamjis  come  in  sheets. 

“The  sheets  look  like  note  ]Da]3er 
and  have  about  50  hits  (stamps)  on 
each  sheet.  It  costs  $2  or  $:-J  a  hit.” 

Murphy  said  the  jjoison  center  has 
never  received  or  had  a  ]Droblem  with 
drug-laced  tattoos  in  Utah  Valley.

Facing  challenges  and  making 
steady  progress  toward  jjerfection  is 
an  exijectation  of  our  earthly  life,  said 
the  keynote  speaker  at  the  BYU 
Women's  Conference  Thursday. 

Norma  Bernston  Ashton,  wife  of 
Elder  Marvin  J.  Ashton,  a  member  of 
the  Council  of  the  Twelve  Apostles  of 
The  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter- 
day  Saints,  told  her  audience  that 
people  can  be  good  without  being  ])er- 
fect. 

Conti'ary  to  some  ijeojile’s  opin¬ 
ions,  she  said,  achieving  perfection  in 
this  life  is  not  expected,  but  peo])le 
should  be  making  steady  progress  to¬ 
ward  it. 

“With  the  package  of  blessings  and 
gifts  that  life  hands  each  one  of  us,  we 
all  have  the  opportunity  to  meet  chal¬ 
lenges  and  shajje  our  own  destiny, 
knowing  full  well  that  divine  help  is 
waiting  if  we  will  but  ask,”  she  said. 

Everyone  is  given  blessings  and 
gifts  and  opportunities  through 
Church  callings.

(iuilt  feelings 

She  said  she  is  concerned  with

“I  have  a  narrow  ijersjiective  of 
what  it  (love)  is.  Is  it  too  narrow  to 
think  that  si)ouse  and  family  are  the' 
only  ones  to  love'.'”  asked  Barlow.  The 
scri])tures  tell  us  to  “love  all  men,”  he 
added. 

In  relation  to  this.  Barlow  ijrojrosed 
these  questions:  How  does  a  married 
man  love  a  single  woman'.'  How  does  a 
man  love  another  man'.'  Can  a  married 
man  love  a  married  woman’.' 

“There  is  no  Latter-dav  Saint  in 


Provo,  Bountiful,  or  wherever  that 
should  not  both  love  and  feel  loved,” 
he  said. 

Love  should  be  ]3racticed  on  a  one- 
on-one  basis,  according  to  Barlow. 
When  Christ  visited  the  Americas,  he 
allowed  the  ajjproximately  25,000 
peojrle  gathered  to  touch  and  feel  the 
nail  i)rints  on  his  hands  and  feet  on  a 
one-by-one  basis. 

Barlow,  said  that  in  order  to  give 
proper  attention  to  each  of  these  peo¬ 
ple  foi-  10  seconds,  it  would  have 
taken  Christ  at  least  seven  hours  to 
reach  the  multitude. 

Christ  also  personally  visited  with 
his  disciples,  the  ill  and  afflicted,  and 
little  children  in  this  same  manner. 
“This  was  a  very  jyersonal  and  miracu¬ 
lous  event,”  he  said. 

Barlow  (pioted  Raymond  Moody, 
the  author  of  the  book  “Life  after 
Life,”  who  suggested  that  at  the  end 
of  mortality,  two  (juestions  will  most 
likely  be  asked:  What  did  you  learn 
and  how  did  you  love  others’? 

“That  is  ail  that  matters.  Mortality 
came  down  to  those  two  questions,” 
said  Barlow. 

Barlow  has  a  dream  relating  to  the 
scripture  St.  John  lM:;-54.  It  reads,  “A 
new  commandment  I  give  unto  you, 
that  ye  love  one  another:  as  I  have 
loved  you,  that  ye  also  love  one  an¬ 
other.”

As  an  attorney,  Hui)i)ert  deals  with 
religious  matters  and  ]3luralism. 

“It  is  our  duty,  and  I  hojje  you  will 
do  (your  duty),  to  develoj^  this  |)roject 
in  Jerusalem.”  he  said  at  an  Interna¬ 
tional  Foi'um  s]3onsoi'ed  by  the  David 
M.  Kennedy  Center  Wednesday. 

Intolerance  demonstration 

In  198:5,  when  the  Mormon  Taber¬ 
nacle  Choir  i^erformed  Handel’s  Mes¬ 
siah  in  Jerusalem,  100  Israelite  stu¬ 
dents  gathered  and  demon.strated 
against  the  ijerformance,  according  to 
Hiqjpert. 

“It  was  learned  later  that  the  chief 
rabbi  of  Israel  had  sanctioned  a  so- 
called  non-violent  demonstration 
against  this  concert,”  he  said. 

Although  the  performance  was  not 
hindered,  HuiJjjert  said  the  light 
against  that  form  of  intolerance  is  es¬ 
sential. 

Definition  of  identity 

HujJiiert  said  he  believes  increased 
tolerance  and  awareness  will  not  dis¬ 
tract  from  the  Jewish  identity.

“What  we  are  is  more  important 
than  what  we  have  been,  and  what  \\-e 
can  become  is  more  imiiortant  than 
what  we  are,”  she  said  reading  from  a 
business  card  of  one  ol  the  B\  U  fac¬ 
ulty.

An  Israeli  doesn’t  mean  Jewish,”  he 
said.  “You  are  an  Israeli  by  citizen¬ 
ship.  You  are  Iranian  or  American  by 
nationality,  and  you  are  Mormon, 
Christian,  Jewish  or  Moslem  by  reli¬ 
gion.  We  have  to  understand  the  divi¬ 
sion  between  the  different  aspects 
which  are  included  in  a  nation.” 

Few  people  jirotested  the 
Jerusalem  Center  being  built  before 
permission  was  granted  for  building 
licensure.  However,  after  the  deflnite 
plans  were  ai)proved,  the  opposition 
began,  he  said. 

A  commission,  headed  by  an  anti¬ 
missionary  organization,  was  su]3- 
ported  by  the  ultra-orthodox  Jewish 
community  and  continually  threat¬ 
ened  the  leadership  of  the  center. 

“The  thi’oats  were  more  or  less  of 
this  kind:  ‘Get  out,  dirty  Christian, 
get  out,  go  back  to  America.  If  you  do 
not  stop  building  the  Jerusalem  cam¬ 
pus  we  will  kidna]3  your  children,’  ”  he 
said. 

However,  now  as  the  j^rotests 
calmed,  Hui)pert  said  the  Jerusalem 
Center  administration  must  continue 
to  work  with  Jewish  politics. 

Working  toward  neutrality 

Because  of  the  diverse  i^opulation 
of  Jerusalem  and  the  many  opposing 
opinions  i)resent.  Huppert  said  stu¬ 
dents  at  the  center  should  work  to 
remain  neutral  to  the  conflicts  in  the 
city. 

“Jei’usalem  is  a  very  sensitive 
city,”  he  said.  “I  think  that  you  have 
to  be  informed  in  the  social  structure 
and  ha\’e  on  your  campus  various  dis¬ 
cussions  and  seminars  on  these  subr 
jects.”

Routine  screening  of  the  general 
po))ulation  for  Acciuired  Immune  De¬ 
ficiency  Syndrome  will  result  in  tm- 
necessaiT  fear  and  have  a  minimal 
imi)act  on  the  real  disease,  said  a  doc¬ 
tor  from  the  division  of  infectious  dis¬ 
eases  at  the  VA  Medical  (’enter. 

"If  the  irrevalence  of  the  disease  is 
0.01  irercent  and  the  number  of  false 
positive  tests  is  1  percent  for  every 
10,000  i)eoi)le  tested,  there  will  be  one 
true  |)ositive  test  and  100  false  posi¬ 
tive  tests.  Therefore,  in  this  group  of 
10,000  there  will  be  101  i^ositive  tests 
—  only  one  of  which  is  correct,”  said 
Dr.  Lai'ry  (1.  Reimer  Thursday  at 
The  Second  Annual  Utah  Uancer 
Symi)osium  in  the  BYU  Conference 
Center. 

He  said  there  are  many  misconcejj- 
tions  about  AIDS.  AIDS  is  not  a  dis¬ 
ease  in  itself,  it  occurs  when  peojtle 
who  do  not  have  a  normal  immune 
.system  become  susceptible  to  infec¬ 
tion  and  mali,gnancies. 

"All  the  articles  you  see  talk  about 
AIDS  testing  —  there  is  no  such 
thing.  There  is  not  a  test  for  AIDS, 
there  is  a  test  for  an  antibody  to 
HIV,”  said  Reimer.  “The  test  is  in  no 
way  diagnostic  of  AIDS.  If  it  is  i)osi- 
tive,  it  means  you  may  have  had  ex])o- 
sure  to  the  \-irus,  it  will  never  tell  you 
that  a  patient  has  AIDS.” 

In  August  of  1987  there  was  a  10 
percent  increase  in  the  number  of  re¬ 
ported  AIDS,  cases,  he  said,  This  in- 
I  crease  was  because  the  Center  of  Dis¬ 
ease  Control  changed  the  definition  of 
AIDS. 

It  didn’t  have  anything  to  do  di¬ 
rectly  with  the  disease  itself. 

“Therefore,  there  are  things  that 
hai)i)en.along  the  way,  .just  in  terms  of 
how  things  are  defined  that  imjjact  on 
the  number  of  cases  that  have  been 
recognized.  When  the  press  gets  a 
hold  of  some  of  these  things,  they  will 
say  that  all  of  a  sudden  there  is  this 
huge  increase  in  the  number  of  AIDS 
cases,  when  in  fact  it’s  just  a  change  in 
definition.”  said  Reimer. 

It’s  not  known  whether  everyone 
who  is  HIV  jKisitive  can  transmit  the 
disease  oi'  even  whether  they  will  def¬ 
initely  develop  AIDS,  he  said.  About 
70  i)ereent  of  ])atients  who  test  posi¬ 
tive  ultimately  develop  some  disease 
activity  by  cui-rent  estimates. 

There  are  also  misconceptions 
about  the  way  in  which  AIDS  is  trans¬ 
mitted,  he  said. 

Based  on  what  they  know  there  ai'e 
five  situations  associated  with  the  dis¬ 
ease.

for  the  vast  majority  of  cases  that  are 
seen.  Parenteral  e.\i)osure  via  con¬ 
taminated  needles  accounts  for  the 
second  largest  comijonent. 

"Then  there  is  a  considerable  gap, 
coming  down  to  receiving  the  disease 
through  the  transfusion  of  blood  com¬ 
ponents,  the  transi)lantation  of  in¬ 
fected  organs  and  mother-to-infant 
transmission,”  said  Reimei’. 


It  is  safe  to  live  in  the  same  house¬ 
hold  with  an  infected  individual  in  the 
absence  of  having  se.\  or  sharing  IV' 
needles,  he  said.  Shaking  hands,  hug¬ 
ging,  talking  to,  eating  with  and 
swimming  with  infected  individuals  is 
safe. 

Insect  bites  and  other  kinds  of  ani¬ 
mal  contact  is  not  associated  with 
transmission  of  HIV. 


Although  there  are  many  ijossible 
e.\i)lanations,  the  origin  of  AIDS  is 
unknown,  he  said.  “We  think  that  it  is 
the  mutation  of  a  virus  which  existed 
before,  and  the  mutation  allowed  this 
virus  to  infect  peo])le. 

What  we  do  know  is  that  this  is  a 
new  disease.  There  is  no  ([uestion  that 
AIDS  did  not  exist  before  the  mid 
197()s.”

Collage  art;  a  question  in  emotion 


Lottery  winner  loses  ticket — twice

According  to  Mark  England,  collage  offers  three  different  mean¬ 
ings  to  the  audience:  its  original  meaning  and  association,  its  new 
meaning  and  placement,  and  the  personal  association  that  each 
person  brings  to  it. 


('ollage  art,  an  increasing  pojjular 
form  that  combines  various  objects 
and  designs,  comes  to  the  HFAC 
Oallery  303  in  the  graduate  show  of 
Mark  England. 

According  to  England,  the  ai't  is 
designed  to  help  the  audience  “see 
things  in  a  new  way.” 

England  has  comjjleted  his  under¬ 
graduate  work  at  BYU  in  drawing, 
and  with  this  show  earns  his  Mastei's 
of  Fine  Arts  degree  with  a  theme  in 
painting  and  collage. 

According  to  England,  his  interest 
in  art  was  jn'imarily  naturalistic  land¬ 
scape  painting.  His  collage  interest 
develoi)ed  as  he  studied  the  work  of 
Robert  Rauschenberg,  an  artist  who 
jn’ocluces  scul]3tural  work,  he  said. 

England  said  his  own  collage  began 
on  canvas,  when  he  incorporated 
Ijainted  landscapes  with  objects. 

“I  wanted  to  go  beyond  that,”  said 
England.  Framing  jiroblems  with  the 
collage  objects  caused  England  to  re¬ 
duce  the  size  of  the  works  and  in¬ 
crease  the  depth  within  the  frame,  he 
said. 

According  to  England,  collage  of¬ 
fers  three  different  meanings  to  the 
audience:  its  original  meaning  and 
association,  its  new  meaning  and 
placement,  and  the  (Dersonal  associa¬ 
tion  that  each  audience  membei' 
brings  to  it. 

According  to  England,  many  of  his 
audience  e.xjierience  frustration  be^ 
cause  collage  art  is  often  not  specifi¬ 
cally  “about”  something.  “Most  of  my 
works  have  specific  purpose,  not 
sjiecific  meaning.  I  want  to  evoke  an 


emotional  response  with  the  combina¬ 
tion  of  visual  and  textural  images. 

“Collage  art  is  many  times  very 
simple,  incorporating  movement, 
texture  and  the  combination  of  ob¬ 
jects,”  said  England. 

According  to  England,  society  is 
geared  toward  efficiency  and  as  a  re¬ 
sult,  individuals  want  to  digest  the  art 
as  quickly  as  possible,  find  out  what 
the  art  is  about  and  move  on,  immedi¬ 
ately  forgetting  what  they  have  just 
looked  at. 

“Most  great  art  is  an  exjjerience 
that  doesn’t  end  because  of  its  de]3th 
and  sophistication,”  said  England. 

England  offers  guidelines  for  art 
audiences  that  will  be  viewing  his 
show  as  well  as  other  art  shows.  Ac¬ 
cording  to  England,  the  viewer 
should  spend  at  leasttwo  minutes  with 
each  painting  and  not  overexert  him¬ 
self  looking  for  meaning. 

“It  requires  time  and  great  effort  to 
enjoy,  in  a  meaningful  way,  any  work 
by  a  competent  artist,”  said  England. 

England  enjoys  incorijorating  ugly 
objects  into  his  art  because  it  is  a 
gi-eater  challenge  to  make  the  ugly 
beautiful  than  it  is  to  co]3y  the  beauti¬ 
ful,  he  said. 

“If  it  is  beautiful  (the  object),  it  is 
redundant,”  said  England.  “Your  art 
is  competing  with  something  that  is 
beautiful  in  the  first  place.” 

England  said  his  art  works  are  win¬ 
dows  or  stages  in  which  the  objects 
act  out  or  present  environments.  He 
begins  with  a  basic  format  or  idea  and 
knows  the  basic  positioning,  never 
letting  something  “just  evolve.” 

England  plans  to  continue  teaching- 
art  and  progressing  in  collage  as  an 
art  form.

Taylor  has  occasionally  been  criti¬ 
cized  for  being  too  self-involved,  and 
for  not  showing  enough  social  aware¬ 
ness  in  his  lyrics.  “I’m  just  not  very 
motivated  iinisically  by  social  issues,” 
he  explains.  “1  actually  do  feel  very 
strongly  about  a  lot  of  things,  but  it 
doesn’t  find  its  way  into  my  work.

NEW  YORK  —  “I’m  a  one-eyed 
seed  of  a  tumbleweed,  in  the  belly  of  a 
rolling  stone  ...  "So  sang  James  Tay¬ 
lor  more  than  a  decade  ago  —  that 
sweet-voiced  ti'oubadour,  wild  wan¬ 
derer  through  the  alternative  route  of 
the  ’(iOs,  spokesman  for  a  generation 
of  gentle  rebels. 

On  his  latest  album,  “Never  Die 
Young,”  Taylor  sings,  “What  do  1  do 
if  my  dream  comes  true?”  —  and  it 
seems  that  his  dreams  have  come 
true.  He  and  his  wife,  Kathi-yn 
Walker,  have  been  married  for  2M-i 
years  now,  and,  unlike  the  rolling- 
stone  of  the  past,  Taylor  seems  to 
have  reached  a  satisfyii-ig  plateau. 


“I  feel  extremely  lucky  to  have  a 
life  that’s  livable,”  Taylor  said  in  a 
recent  interview.  “At  this  jjoint  it’s  a 
very  defined  thing.  1  like  my  life.  I’m 
glad  to  have  it,  and  I'm  glad  to  be 
awake  for  it,  too.  That  hasn’t  always 
been  the  case  \\-ith  me.  I’m  jjretty 
thankful.',’ 

His  recent  TV  special  for  the  Public 
Broadcasting  Service  showed  a  ma¬ 
ture,  seasoned  artist.  It  is  interesting 
that  it’s  really  only  the  lyrics  of  Tay¬ 
lor’s  songs  that  have  changed,  as  his 
life  ex])erience  has  changed.  Musi¬ 
cally,  he  sounds  i)retty  much  the  same 
as  he  always  did  —  with  expected  but 
pleasing  turns  of  melody  and  har¬ 
mony  that  continue  to  touch  a  deep 
chord  in  his  wide-ranging  audience.

“If  it  didn’t  feel  great  and  work 
great  for  you,  you  wouldn’t  become 
involved  in  it.  ...  The  denial  in  an  ad¬ 
dict  goes  on  beyond  when  they  lose 
their  job,  their  health,  their  home,  .,,

“News  is  vogue,"  said  Muellei'. 
“You  need  to  find  out  what  is  ))erti- 
nent  and  use  your  discretion  as  to 
what  is  hot  on  a  day  to  day  basis." 

Editorial  cartoonists  must  be  jire- 
|)ared  to  deal  with  liability  issues,  ac¬ 
cording  to  Mueller.  There  is  a  fme  line 
that  is  drawn  over  every  controvei'- 
sial  situation,  especially  when  there  is 
siieculation  as  to  whether  an  individ¬ 
ual  is  guilty  of  wrongdoing,  said 
Mueller. 

As  he  poi'trays  one  side  of  an  issue 
in  his  cartoons,  he  is  repeatedly  criti¬ 
cized  by  those  not  agreeing  with  his 
opinion. 

According  to  Mueller,  he  rarely 
gets  a  letter  of  i>raise,  but  receives  a 
multitude  of  hate  mail,  which  h(‘ 
rather  enjoys  and  is  amused  by,  as  the 
letters  are  highly  emotional  re- 
s|)onses. 

“You  can’t  outguess  anybody 
just  draw  it,"  said  Mueller. 

He  was  once  recommended  to  con- 
sidiu'  the  ramifications  of  his  work 
“hefoi'e  your  crayon  hits  the  paper," 


and  as  a  result  of  that  comment,  now 
draws  his  small  figure  in  the  coiaier  of 
his  cartoons  carrying  a  ci-ayon. 

Some  |)('oi>le  are  concerned  with 
Mueller’s  criticism  of  as])ects  of  BYU, 
he  said.  In  resixinse  to  this,  he  said  “If 
1  didn’t  lik(*  the  school.  I  wouldn’t  be 
here." 

“.Just  because  it  is  a  wonderful 
school,  it  doesn’t  mean  that  it  is  a 
perfect  school,"  said  Mueller. 

His  cartooning  is  solely  conijjosed 
of  “my  ojiinion,  teiniierecl  by  my  edi¬ 
tor,"  said  Mueller. 

Editorial  cartooning  is  a  “big  re- 
si)onsibility’’  according  to  Mueller,  as 
“I  am  influencing  iieoiile  and  will  be 
resiionsible  for  this  influence,”  he 
said. 

On  the  nonconti'oN’ersial  side  is 
Mueller’s  work  in  the  fine  art  of  wa¬ 
tercoiors,  which  he  has  worked  on  for 
the  jiast  nine  years,  he  said. 

His  final  show  for  his  undergradu¬ 
ate  degree  is  currently  in  jirogress  on 
the  fifth  floor  of  the  HFAU  and  will 
run  tlirough  April  dO. 

The  show  is  a  series  of  “portraits  of 
the  road”  in  small,  detailed  watercoi¬ 
ors  and  is  a  showing  of  his  jiast  year’s 


work,  said  Mueller.  His  inspiration 
for  the  series  is  the  feeling  one  gets 
on  a  road  tri]5  from  the  scenery, 
time  and  place,  said  Mueller. 

“I  try  to  cajjture  the  emotional 
feeling'  you  get  as  you  drive  alone  on 
a  long  trip,”  said  Mueller.  Some  of 
the  subject  matter  he  uses  may  be 
seen  as  “gaudy  and  tacky,”  (includ¬ 
ing  pictures  of  diners,  small  town 
buildings  and  neon  signs)  but  it  is 
“Americana  and  that’s  what  we 
gre-w  up  in,"  said  Mueller. 

When  he  considers  the  differ¬ 
ences  between  cartooning  and  fine 
art,  he  finds  that  each  are  equally 
important  and  cannot  be  divided 
into  “high”  and  “low”  art  categories, 
he  said. 

“High  art  is  good  art  in  which  the 
artist  has  achieved  what  he  set  out 
to  accomplish,”  said  Mueller. 

Mueller  is  a  comidete  pragmatist 
when  it  comes  down  to  the  “starving 
artist”  scenario. 

“You  have  to  plan  and  cover  your¬ 
self  unless  you  want  to  starve,”  said 
Mueller.  “I  love  art  and  1  want  to  do 
it,  but  at  the  same  time,  I  want  a 
stable  life.” 


World's  religious  leaders 
asked  to  solve  problems

NEW  YORK  —  In  much  of  the 
world,  ))oliticians  alone  have  sought 
to  solve  its  acute  difficulties,  without 
much  success,  so  help  is  being  asked 
from  a  big,  left-out  force  —  reli,gious 
leaders. 

This  is  the  intent  of  a  fii'st-of-its- 
kind  international  conference  ne.xt 
week  at  O.xfoi'd  University  in  of  law¬ 
makers  and  spiritual  leaders. 

They  rei)resent  the  two  major  hu¬ 
man  structures  for  dealing  with  world 
jjroblems,  but  only  politics  rules  the 
task,  with  religion  e.xcluded,  says  the 
Rev.  .James  Park  Morton,  conference 
co-chairman. 

“Instead  of  keejiing  them  in  isola¬ 
tion  from  each  other,  they’ve  .got  to 
start  working  together  if  there  is  to 
be  greater  hoi)e  for  the  future.” 

Morton,  deaii  of  New  York’s  Epis- 
cojial  Uathedi'al  of  St.  John  the  Di¬ 
vine,  says  both  on  global  and  most 
national  levels,  iioliticiaps  alone  con¬ 
trol  critical  issues,  desi)ite  basic  reli¬ 
gious  dimensions. 


Citing  directly  intertwined  reli- 
gious-political  issues  in  the  Middle 
East,  Northern  Ireland,  Tibet, 
Afghanistan  and  many  other  world 
sites,  he  said,  “Both  .sides  have  got  to 
become  involved  in  a  working  rela¬ 
tionship.” 

That  may  sound  like  heresy  in  the; 
United  States,  with  its  “.separation  of 
church  and  state,”  a  ])oi)ularized  sim- 
plification  of  the  constitutional  guar¬ 
antee  of  no  established  church  and  of 
religious  freedom.

Cougar  qualifies  for  double  duty

As  a  student  athlete,  Chris  Wilson 
has  her  hands  in  more  than  one  s])ort. 
This  semester  she  has  qualified  for 
the  NCAA’s  as  both  a  diver  and  as  a 
high  jumper  for  the  BYU’s  Swim 
Team  and  Track  Team. 

Wilson  already  jjlaced  in  the 
NCAAs  in  diving  and  wound  u])  being 


the  No.  29  diver  in  the  United  States. 

One  week  after  her  comiietition  in 
diving,  Wilson  won  her  first  high 
jumj)  meet  of  the  season  and  in  the 
jiroeess,  qualified  for  the  NCAA's  in 
that  event. 

“I  was  siuprised  I  made  the 
NCAA’s  for  diving;  1  really  wasn’t 
e.xiiecting  it,"  said  Wilson. 

Wilson  began  her  athletic  career 
and  her  love  of  sports  in  high  school

where  she  comiieted  on  the  gymnas¬ 
tics  team,  the  track  team  and  the  div¬ 
ing  team.  "I’ve  always  liked  sports, 
when  1  was  little  I  was  just  a  big 
tomboy,  so  I  decided  to  get  into 
sjiorts.’’  said  Wilson. 

A  2()-year-old  junior  from  Colum¬ 
bus.  Ind.,  majoring  in  psychology, 
Wilson’s  choice  to  come  to  BYU  was  a 
result  of  her  desire  to  go  to  school  out 
of  state,  and  be  on  her  own. 

Her  choice  was  between  BYU  and 
Clemson,  she  said.  Wilson’s  high 
school  diving  coach  had  gone  to  Clem¬ 
son  and  was  heavily  recruiting  her, 
but  desiiite  not  being  recruited  by 
BYU  and  being  offered  a  scholarship 
from  Clemson,  Wilson  chose  the  home 
of  the  Cougars. 

"I  decided  on  either  here  or  Clem¬ 
son  but  my  i)arents  didn’t  want  me  to 
go  to  Clemson,  so  I  was  just  a  walk-on 
when  I  got  here,”  said  Wilson. 

Before  coming  to  BYU,  Wilson  cor- 
resiKuided  with  the  diving  coach, 
Stan  Curnow,  who  encouraged  her  to 
come  and  try  out  for  the  team  as  a 
walk-on. 

"He  always  tells  me  that  for  the 
first  month  he  wasn’t  sure  if  he  was 
going  to  kee]j  me;  but  he  did  and  I  was 
able  to  stay,”  she  said. 

Wilson’s  siiecialty  is  the  reverse 
twister  on  the  low  board,  and  accord¬ 
ing  to  Wilson,  there  are  only  about  a 
dozen  girls  in  the  United  States  who 
can  do  this  i)articular  dive. 

Track  was  the  ne.xt  ste])  in  Wilson’s 
college  career.  “I  have  a  friend  on  the 
Uen’s  Track  Team  who  convinced  me 
to  come  try  and  high  jump  in  front  of 
(  oach  Poole,  (BYU  Head  Women’s 
d'rack  Coach  Crai.g  Poole). 

“The  coach  liked  me  and  wanted  me 
to  jum])  for  him,  so  when  diving  was 
iwer  1  went  out  for  track,”  said 
Wilson. 

That  first  day  Wilson  jumijed  5  feet 
8  inches  which  e(iualed  the  height  of 
the  best  jumper  on  the  team. 

Her  first  meet  she  jumped  5  feet  10 


inches  and  won  the  meet  but  injured 
herself  which  hindered  her  for  most  of 
the  season. 

“I  never  jumped  well  again  until 
the  conference  championshijjs  when  I 
jumped  5  feet  10  inches  again  and 
won,”  said  Wilson.  The  first  outdoor 
meet  this  year,  Wilson  jumjied  6  feet 
even  and  won  the  meet.  In  the  ]iro- 
cess,  she  qualified  for  the  NCAAs. 

“I  worry  a  little  bit  about  whether 
I’m  going  to  blow  it  mentally  like  I  did 
last  year  messing  up  in  the  meet,  so 
the  coach  and  I  are  working  on  that,” 
said  Wilson. 

A  future  goal  for  Wilson  is  to  jump  6 
feet,  1  1/4  inches  which  would  qualify 
her  for  the  Olymjiic  trials  this  sum¬ 
mer. 

■  “It’s  a  lot  when  you’re  looking  at  it, 
and  mentally  it’s  a  lot,  but  I  feel  I  can 
do  it,”  said  Wilson. 


NCAA  announces  strict  meausres;

One  ugly  scene  is  too 
many  as  far  as  I’m  concerned,”  Ed 


Steitz,  secretarv-editor  of  the  NCAA 


Men’s  Basketball  Rules  Committee 
said  at  a  news  conference.  “We  cannot 
afford  to  let  anything  mar  this  great 
game  of  college  basketball.” 

Steitz  said  following  the  commit¬ 
tee’s  two-day  meeting  that  jilayers 
suspended  for  "being  involved  in 
fighting”  would  have  no  way  to  ap¬ 
peal. 

Fights  made  headlines  throughout 
the  past  season.  There  were  none 
during  the  NCAA  Tournament,  after

NCAA  Executive  Director  Dick 
Schultz  warned  that  any  [ilayer  fight¬ 
ing  would  be  susiiended  for  the  rest  of 
the  tournament. 

The  iiolicy  announced  Wednesday 
siiecifies  that  a  player  involved  in  a 
fight  will  be  ejected  Iroln  the  game 
and  placed  on  probation. 

"The  seconcl  time  that  individual  is 
involved  in  a  fight  during  the  season, 
he  will  be  ejected  from  the  game  and 
suspended  from  iiartidpation  in  his 
team’s  ne.xt  game,”  Steitz  said. 

"If  that  iilayer  is  involved  in  a  third 
fight  during  the  season,  he  will  be 
susiiended  for  the  remainder  of  the 
season.” 

If  available,  and  deemed  neces¬ 
sary,  television  monitors  may  be  used 
to  determine  those  individuals  in¬ 
volved  in  a  fight,”  he  said. 

Steitz  also  said  any  bench  jierson- 
nel  other  than  the  head  coach  who 
enters  the  court  during  a  fight  is  sub¬ 
ject  to  disi|ualification  for  the  remain¬ 
der  of  a  game. 

“We’ve  got  to  knock  this  fighting 
off,”  Steitz  said.  “I  think  we  have  to 
have  machinery  in  place  to  serve  as  a 
deterrent.” 

Some  coaches  immediately  raised 
questions  about  the  new  rule. 

“I  would  like  to  see  an  appeal  avail¬ 
able,”  said  Gary  Williams  of  Ohio 
State.  “I  just  want  it  to  be  just.  If  a 
mistake  is  made,  it  should  be  cor- 
rectible.” 

Lon  Kruger  of  Kansas  State  said, 
"1  think  anything  we  can  do  to  mini¬ 
mize  the  number  of  occasions  that  are 
not  healthy  foi-  the  game  is  good  for 
the  game.  And  I  think  putting  a  rule 
in  jilace  would  be  a  move  in  that  direc¬ 
tion.” 

But  Kruger  also  saw  the  iiossibility 
of  jiroblems  arising. 

“There  would  be  a  need  to  define 
what  constitutes  a  fight  so  we  can  be 
consistent  with  enforcement.  Does  a 
shove  one  game  .get  the  same  thing  as 
an  all  out  fisticuff  in  the  next?”  he 
asked.

WASHINGTON  —  A  crew  escajic 
system  using  a  lO-foot  telescojiing 
pole  will  bo  installed  in  the  space  shut¬ 
tle  Discovery  in  time  for  its  scheduled 
Aug'.  4  launching,  the  National  Aero¬ 
nautics  and  Siiace  Administration 
said  Thursday. 

The  pole  was  selected  over  another 
escape  system  that  would  use  rockets 
to  iiull  astronauts  from  the  shuttle  in 
case  the  shiji  was  about  to  ditch  in  the 
ocean. 

“The  telescojiing  pole  was  selected 
as  it  has  shown  to  be  safer,  sinijiler  to 
oiierate.  lighter  weight  and  easier  to 
sui)]rort  than  the  tractor  rocket  sys¬ 
tem,”  said  Arnold  D.  Aldrich,  a  to]) 
shuttle  jirogram  official. 

In  case  of  an  emergency  while  the 
shuttle  is  in  level,  controlled  flight, 
the  astronauts  would  slide  down  the 
jjole,  which  would  carry  them  clear  of 
the  orbiter  tail. 

NASA  said  the  pole,  12(i  inches 
long  and  made  of  lightweight  alu¬ 
minum  and  steel,  is  70  pounds  lighter 
at  241  ]3ounds  than  the  rocket  system. 
Top  NASA  officials  have  said  ail  along 
they  were  uncomfortable  with  storing 
the  exjjlosive  rockets  in  the  crew 
cabin. 

An  escape  system  using  either  the 
pole  or  the  rockets  is  of  limited  use 
and  would  not  have  been  effective  in 
the  e.xplosion  of  the  orbiter  (Chal¬ 
lenger  in  198(). 

It  would  be  of  hel]3  in  the  event  the 


shuttle  must  be  ditched  in  the  ocean 
because  it  could  not  reach  orbit  or  a 
landing  field. 

The  (Challenger  astronauts  died 
during  ascent  while  the  solid  rocket 
boosters  were  still  firing  and  attached 
to  the  shuttle.  Engineers  said  the  new 
escajie  system  cannot  be  used  while 
the  shuttle  is  connected  to  the  rock¬ 
ets. 

“This  decision  coinjiletes  the  crew 
escape  system  jiackage,"  a  NASA 
statement  said. 

“The  agency  already  has  replaced 
the  s])acecraft’s  hatch  so  it  can  be  jet¬ 
tisoned  with  explosive  bolts  and  it  is 
installing  a  iiartial  i^ressure  suit,  oxy¬ 
gen  ecjuiimient,  a  jiarachute,  a  life 
raft  and  survival  efiui]mient  for  each 
crew  member." 

Under  the  tractor  rocket  system, 
the  astronauts  would  jettison  the 
hatch,  and  one-by-one  lie  on  a  metal 
ramp  that  slanted  out  the  door.  They 
would  attach  a  line  to  a  small  rocket 
housed  in  an  adjacent  rack  and  be 
liulled  out  of  the  hatch. 

The  jiole  system  was  tested  in 
February  and  March,  using  a  fixed 
pole  that  extended  through  a  hatch¬ 
like  opening  in  a  (’-141  cargo  plane. 
Navy  jiarachutists  compieted  (ifi 
jumijs,  using  a  lanyard  attached  to 
their  jiarachute  harness  to  slide  down 
the  pole  and  descend  to  a  safe  landing. 

During  launch  and  landing,  the  un¬ 
extended  jjole  will  be  ])ointecl  toward 
the  closed  crew  hatch.  It  will  be 
stowed  while  the  shuttle  is  in  orbit.

The  jury  must  decide  whether 
Boag  spent  the  money  out  of  greed,  or 
to  improve  the  estate  by  investing  it 
to  generate  income. 

“The  evidence  will  show  you  a 
tragedy  because  the  money’s  gone,” 
Latah  County  Public  Defender  Joan 
Fisher  said  Wednesday.  “But  it 
wasn’t  wasted  with  the  intent  to 
steal.” 

Prosecutor  Craig  Mosman  dis¬ 
agreed,  citing  the  case  as  a  failure  of 
the  conservatorship  system.  “This 
system  served  only,  the  defendant’s 
greed,”  Mosman  said. 

Boag,  50,  is  charged  with  iJilfering 
more  than  $100,000  from  the  accounts 
of  Violet  Boag,  78,  who  is  in  the  Latah 
Care  Center  suffering  from  symp¬ 
toms  related  to  Alzheimer’s  Disease. 

Mosman  said  Boag  bought  a  log¬ 
ging  truck,  three  pickup  trucks,  a  car, 
two  satellite  dishes,  five  horses,  a  mo¬ 
bile  home,  beer,  ice  cream,  and  eye¬ 
glasses  for  himself,  family  and 
friends. 

But  Fisher  argued  that  Boag  never 
meant  harm  to  come  to  his  mother, 
and  was  trying  to  make  the  estate 
generate  revenue.  Boag  also  was  act¬ 
ing  under  the  advice  of  an  attorney, 
and  believed  he  had  the  power  to 
spend  the  money  as  he  wished,  she 
added. 


Energy-efficient  buildings 


may  increase

CHICAGO  —  Working  indoors 
may  be  hazardous  to  your  health,  sug¬ 
gests  a  study  that  says  modern,  en¬ 
ergy-efficient  buildings  may  signifi¬ 
cantly  increase  the  risk  of 
communicable  resjiiratory  infections. 

The  study  examined  the  incidence 
of  influenza  and  other  res])iratory  ill¬ 
nesses  among  about  400, 000  ti'ainees 
at  four  Army  training  centers  in  the 
southeastern  and  south-central 
United  States  from  October  1082  to 
September  1980. 

The  researchers  said  the  findings 
may  aj^iily  to  office  buildings  and 
other  structures  designed  for  maxi¬ 
mum  energy  efficiency.  Researchers 
found  that  trainees  housed  in  modern 
barracks  were  about  50  ]3ercent  more 
likely  to  contract  a  resjiiratory  infec¬ 
tion  during  the  seven-week  basic 
training  iieriod  than  those  who  stayed 
in  older,  more  drafty  buildings. 

“If  other  modern  buildings  impart 
risks  to  their  congregated  occupants 
that  are  similar  in  magnitude  to  those 
imjjarted  by  modern  barracks,  then 
building  design  characteristics  may 
be  modifiable  factors,”  wrote  re¬ 
searchers  in  a  study  published  in  Fri¬ 
day’s  edition  of  the  Journal  of  the 
American  Medical  Association. 

Modern,  energy-efficient  building- 
features  may  be  to  blame  because  in 
tight  buildings  with  closed  ventilation 
systems,  airborne-transmitted 
pathogens  are  not  only  recirculated 
and  concentrated  but  also  efficiently 
dispersed  through  indoor  living- 
spaces,  wrote  the  researchers  from 
the  Walter  Reed  Army  Institute  of 
Research  in  Washington,  D.G.

John  F.  Kennedy 
statue  to  be  unveiled 
to  honor  late  president

BOSTON  —  A  statue  showing 
John  F.  Kennedy  in  mid-stride  was 
unveiled  Thursday  as  the  winner  of  a 
comiietition  to  select  an  official 
memorial  to  the  late  president  in  his 
home  state. 

His  daughter,  Caroline  Kennedy 
Schlossberg,  unveiled  a  three-foot 
plaster  model  of  the  bronze  planned 
for  the  front  lawn  of  the  Statehouse. 

The  finished  bronze  sculiiture  that 
will  be  the  state’s  official  memorial  to 
Kennedy  is  scheduled  to  be  unveiled 
May  29,  1989,  which  would  have  been 
his  72nd  birthday. 

It  will  stand  a  short  distance  from  a 
statue  of  Henry  Cabot  Lodge,  the  Re- 
Ijublican  whose  son  Kennedy  de¬ 
feated  in  1952  in  the  U.S.  Senate  cam¬ 
paign  that  launched  his  national 
career. 

“There  are  many  memorials  to  my 
father  in  this  country  and  around  the 
world.”  Ms.  Schlossberg  said. 

“But  of  all  of  them,  this  one  in  the 
state  he  loved  means  the  most.” 

Artist  Isabel  Mcllvain  of  Concord 
executed  the  winning  design  in  a 
year-long  competition.
